The evidence is so strong 
that it will be impossible for an oflicial 
iuvestieation to acquit Von Puttkamer, 
wlio was appointed to his office only 11 
months ago. He is accused of having 
committed tlie most terrible atrocities 
upon male and female natives.of the 
Caineroiins, of vile excesses and of 
linancial siicculations of a shady char- 
acter.

PAIiLIAMENTAR Y MISTAKES. 

There appears to be much discontent 
among the English Conservatives with 
Mr. Balfour's iniHinanagenuMit. Noth- 
ing appears to sjo right in the Ilout-eof 
Commons. Jllunders are being eoiitiim- 
ally made, and business is in a very 
backward state. Thiscondition of tilings 
is not caused by the tactics of the opposi 
tion, but by the want of tact and skill on 
the part of the leader of the house 
The (lovernment is hampered liy its 
lari„'i' liiajority. its Bn|)portcrs give it a 
great (leal more trouble than its oppon- 
ents, The iMlncalion liill was a failure, 
and the Irish Land liill is, it is said, cer- 
tain to collapse before very long. It is 
said to be " a weak attempt to please all 
sides," with the inevitable constHjuence 
of being acceptable to no side.

Harold Frederic in his 
letter says: " Twenty-three of the most 
influential supporters of the Govern- 
ment voted o|)enly against it, twice that 
number refused to vote at all, and there 
art iiot a dozen men in the whole 100 
who are not privately cursing the mean 
stupidity of this transaction." Sir 
Michael Hicks- Beach lias to bear the 
odium of this unpopular act. ^ 
It i.« Haul that the Balfoursare playing 
into the bands of Mr. Chamberlain, who 
is ambitious of gaining a higher i)lac.o in 
the Conservative party. He is 
not jiopular among the old Con- 
servatives, but no one denies his 
ability and his skill in moulding cir- 
cumstances to advance his aims. It is, 
however, still hoped that Mr. Balfour 
will retrieve the credit as a piacticiil 
])olitician that ho has lost. His im»- 
takes have been only mistakes of man- 
agement, and it is believed that when be 
lias more experience be will make a 
Bucceasful leader of the House ot Com- 
mons. He is not wanting in either abil- 
ity or industry, and to a man of bis 



grams of to-day are likely to result in 

the establishment of a system of arbi- 
tration even between the United States 
and Great Britain. The negotiators do 
not write as men who are eagerly desir- 
ous to attain the object supposed to bo 
aimed at. Those negotiations appear to 
us like an intellectual sparring match 
between Lord Salisbury and Mi . Gluey, 
which is not likely to have any better or 
more permanent result than to show to 
the world how cunning in intellectual 
fence they both are. And even if they 
should succeed in establishing a court 
for the settlement of national disputes, 
is it at all certain that the men of the two 
nations, when their blood is up, will 
consent to refer the national disputes to 
it for adjudication. It seems to us that 
the conviction that they will not, caused 
i/nd Salisbury to exclude from the sub- 
jects to be referred to arbitration, those 
in which the national honor or integrity 
is involved.

TIJE BQY ORATOR. 

The " Boy Orator " who ctrried the 
Chicago Convention by storm, does not 
seem to wear well in the United States. 
The gilding is being rubbed off his ora- 
tory, and, seen in its true colors, it ap- 
lie:us to lie very |i0or nlntV indeed. It \s 
quite evident that neither the speeches 
nor the principles of the Democratic can- 
didate for the l^residency are of the sort 
that can stand criticism. And they are, 
and will be, maile the subject of scathing 
and searching criticism in every part of 
the rnioii from the Atlantic to the I'a- 
cihc and from Maine to Te.xns. Luckily 
three months must elapse before the 
election takes place. The Criticism of 
Bryan and his principles wiU have time 
to do its work, and the people of the 
Fnited States are greatly less intelligent 
than they have the credit of being if, 
when November comes, f?ryan will not 
apiiear to the great majorityof them a very 
poor creature, and his platform com- 
posed of such rotten material that it 
would simply be madness to attempt to 
stinid upon it. 

NATIONAL ARBITRA TION. 

The negotiations between the repre- 
sentatives of (ireat Britain and the 
r iiited States relative to the estalilisb- 
ment of a general system of arbitration 
for the settlenient of any disputes wliii-li 
might arise between the two countries 
are most important and esceediogly in- 
teresting. A scheme of national arbi- 
tration which will lint a stoi> to war 
seems at first sight to be what is called 
" a counsel of perfection." The scheme 
apjiears to be too good for men 
in their present stage of civiliza- 
tion, or in fact as nature has made 
them. We are much afraid that 
it will have to be admitted that man ii 
naturally a fighting animal. In all dis 
putes, no matter at what stage of civili- 
zation he has arrived or what virtues 1 
has ac(|uired, lie instinctively looks 
])bysical force as a last resort. Men, we 
fear, are almost as ready tuhave recourse 
to the ulUma ratio reguni as they were 
hundreds of years ago 

Fvery now and then we see a whole 
nation becoming terribly excited over 
what is to all appearance comparatively 
a trifling allair. War is the natural 
result of such fits of excitement. If 
is averted it is only by considerations of 
prudence on one side or the other. Those 
who are old enough to remember the ex- 
citement over the Trent affair can see how 
ea-uily war could be precipitated between 
two great nations. If it W(-re not that 
the t'nited States was not . then engaged 
in a deadly struggle tn [ireserve the in 
tegrity of the Republic war v:ould not 
have been averted. The excitement 
that followed the delivery of President 
Cleveland's message relative to the 
Venezuelan boundary question might 
have easily culminated in war between 
the two nations. \ little more rasli- 
nes.s and boastfulness on one side and a 
little l(!ss prudence and forbearance on 
the otlier, and the British and the 
Americans would have been at each 
other's throats. 

Would a system of international arbi- 
tration be likely to prevent such 
llts of excitement, or could it, 
if the attendant circumstances 
were calculated to aggravate angry 
feeling, prevent it breaking out into 
open war. We fear not. The teachings 
ot the Christian religion for nineteen 
centuries have been opjiosed to violence 
and the shedding of blood in jjrivate and 
national cpiarrels ; yet great as their in- 
fluence has been and much as they have 
done to elevate and liumanizo mankind, 
wars have not yet ceased among nations 
which are nominally Christian. 

It may be said that this movement in 
favor of arbitration is one of the results 
of Christian teaching. We believe that 
it is; but will it have the effect of sub- 
duing the unconquerable lighting old 
Adam in man that has been the cause 
of so much bloodshed, cruelty, devasta- 
tion and misery on the earth? 
Let us hope that it will. But 
it 9oes not seem to ua 
tiations which are outlined

The. editor of the New York Sun, 
Dana, is known to be as enthusiastic 
and as uncomijroniising a Democrat as 
there is in the I'nited States, yet be, 
with all the force he is master of, and 
that ia very great, advises Democrats to 
vote for McKinley.

The silver Democrats declare that they 
will elect Bryan in spite of every obsta- 
cle and all opponents no matter to what 
l)arty they may belong. They boast 
that they are making converts to their 
policy in every state in the Union — in 
the Kast and North as well as in the 
West and South. And there seems to 
be a good deal of truth in what they say.

There 
fore he proposes a commission of tv. o 
British and two American msiabers to 
ascertain the facts aifecUng the rif^hts of 
the' united culonies and of Spain respec- 
tively at tlie date of the acquisition of 
Gniaiia by Great Britain. A majority 
report ehoiild bind boih ijovernniontt, 
and upon tho report Great Britain ami 
Venezuela Kbould endeavor to arrive at 
a boundary line. Failint» in agro'onent, 
the controversy and report should be 
Hubmitted to a tribunal of three, one 
naiued liy Great iiritaiii and one by 
Venezuela and the third by the two al- 
ready chosen. This tribunal, it is pro- 
posed, shall ii.x a line bindint; upon both 
countries, providetl that it shall not have 
power to transfer to either Venezuela or 
Great Britain any territory bona fide 
occupied by the subjects of the other 
country on January 1, 1887, altliough in 
respect to sueti territory the tribunal 
may submit recommendal ions to sat- 
isfy the eqnitatile rights of the paiticK.

The Sarita is right at tbe 
water's edge, and in the Inst few weeksa 
tunnel has been run in 10 feet on the 
ledge at an angle of about -lo degrees 
with the foot wall. Ifow wide the vein 
is has not yet been discovered, lor the 
face can be traced up the river bank for 
many feet and the vein runs backsoatli- 
east from the river, and is traceable at 
least three-quarters of a mile. The 
ore is chiefly copper and iron pyrites, 
carryini: some nickel, and assays taken 
from the ledge have run as high as ir'iO 
in gold, 15 per cent, copper and well in 
nickel — a line showing. With this luigo 
body of ore on a river bank and only a 
mile and a half from salt water the out- 
look is indeeil a splendid one, for the ore 
could be 8hii)ped at an exceedingly low 
rate. The owners, however, have already 
obtained plans for a 100 ton smelter and 
intend erecting one near the mines. An 
experienced tnetalhirgifit has been fieiit 
for to visit the i)roperty and report on 
the mode of treatment. The Sarita is 
the only mine ;it jiresent opened out, 
l)Ut work is to begin at once ou others of 
the group. Tbe adviintagea ol smelting 
close to the mine are that a 
smelter site is easily obtainable, 
and for llus, just half a mile 
smith over the top of the same 
hill is the iron mine owned by Mr, John 
i'raden, of Victoria, specula'r iron 110 
feet wiele and running over 70 per cent, 
iron. Lime ia also to be had within a 
few miles. 

Poett mountain, ou whicli these clai ins 
are situated, sueins a veritable hill of 
mineral. The country rock is iliorite and 
the bullies of ore seem to be caiipeil witti 
iron . 

A short distance sontli of the Sarita 
group are the (Ira Bell and Toronto, 
which were discovered just a iiiuntli ami 
by W. I'^. l.os:ee and are owiieii by Dr. 
.Tones, D. K. Campbell, C. Ilinton and 
T. (.,'lialloner, of N'ictoria. Mr. t'lia Honor 
and Dr. ,lones have gone in to-day to 
look at tlu^ district and innpecl the 
rhiims. The Ora Bell has a forty lout 
lerli^e, the ore being a black suli>hido of 
iron and copper, and assays taken have 
given returns of $14 in gold, seven oaiie- 
es silver and some copper. 

A block of claims, the Kingston, Wel- 
kin, Alexander, County of l.eeda and 
otiiers, have been taken up by .Mr. Mc- 
Creaily for himself, Dr. .loiies and sev- 
eral others. They adjoin the .Sarita 
group. 

These are only the beginning of the 
limlHon Poett Ml mntain, and with the 
jirospectors in tbe hills and the derelop- 
inent work being done on the Sarita it 
ajijiears to be only a matter of a very 
stiort time before the distriid will be 
famous as a gold ])roducer. The beauty 
of it is the proximity to the s:ea, 
which wonderfully reduces the cost of 
transporting supplies. There is no tedi- 
ous packing over trails. Boats take all 
tbe supplies up the river, and the mines 
are right on the bank.
